The Standard Oil Company at 26 
Broadway received word from Mon- 
treal yesterday that the British tank 
steamer Palacine had been torpedoed 
in the English Channel, near Havre, 
and her crew of twenty-seven men 
landed in England. The Palacine left 
New York Nov. 17 with a cargo of 
lubricating oil, valued by the Stan- 
dard Oil Company at $500,000. She 
was in command of Captain G. Pat- 
terson. 

The Palacine was a vessel of 3,280 
tons gross, anc was built in 1904 at 
Dumbarton for the Imperial Oil Coin- 
pany. She was 355 feet in length.

Money Contributed to Build a 
Permanent Home for the 
School of Business. 

















BIGGEST DONATION OF KIND 


Anonymous Donor Believed to be a 
Railroad Man, but President 
Butler Will Not Say.

The Trustees of Columbia University 
announced yesterday the receipt of a 
gift of $600,000, the largest anonymous 
offering ever made to the university, 
from a donor who has stipulated only 
that his name be not disclosed, and that 
his money be employed to erect a suit- 





able home for the Columbia School of 
Business, which began its first year last 
|September. Statements contained in a 
letter from this bénefactot to President 


t | Nicholas Murray Butler of the university 


were accepted by, many yesterday as in- 
dications that the philanthropist was an 
engineer, and probably a railroad offi- 
cial, but no ene connected with the uni- 
versity would so much as confirm the 
truth of these deductions. 

The regular meeting of thé Trustees 
was held yesterday and, besides an- 
nouncing other gifts to the amount of 
$11,625, the Trustees published their 
plans for the new School of Business. 
This is to cost approximately the whore 
amount of the gift, and to be located on 
the northeast corner of Broadway and 
116th Street. 

It is planned to have the new school 
building follow the’ general architecture 
of the School of Journalism, Kent Hall, 
and Hamilton,;. the three large struc- 
tures which now occupy the other 116th 
Street corners, and it is hoped to have 
it ready by the Summer session of 1918S. 

In a letter to President Butler on last 
Nov. 13, the man who has made. pos- 
sible the erection of a suitable build- 
ing for the School of Business, amplified 
the reasons, previously discussed in con- 
versations with the President, that in- 
duced his gift. He wrote that for a 
third of a century he had sympathized 
with. the college graduate who found 
himself frequently without financial re- 
sources and sought employment only to 
discover that his foundation “for a 
knowledge that may be utilized in the 
future’’ did not equip him at once 
with a ‘knowledge or skill that is 
markétable, or desired by employers. 

‘* Scores of times. during the last third 
of a century, have I had young engi- 
neers, fresh from college, apply to me 
for employment, and almost invariably 
they have stated that the amount of the 
salary was a secondary consideration— 
that their desire was to get employment 
with our company, where they would 
have prospects of eventually reaching the 
position of manager of one of our prop- 
erties. I generally asked them if they 
had a knowledge of accounting. Almost 
invariably they had not. I would ad- 
vise them to take a six months’ course 
in a commercial school and then again 
make application for employment. 

‘* Please do not get the impression that 
I underrate the value of technical knowl- 
edge; on the contrary, I do not believe 
that any man can be as valuable in the 
conduct of any business without a knowl- 
edge of chemistry (and some other 
branches of the sciences to a less degree) 
as he could be with such knowledge. 
Presidents of trunk line railroads with- 
out a knowledge of chemistry and civil 
engineering labor under great disad- 
vantage. But without a knowledge of 
accounting they would never have at- 
tained to the position.”’ 

Next to this $600,000 gift, the largest 
ever received anonymously, was a fund 
of $500,000 given some years ago for 
the erection of Hamilton Hall, the home 
of Columbia College. The secret was 
kept until the death of the donor, when 
it became known that the money had 
been given by John Stewart’ Kennedy. 


TO BOYCOTT PEACE MOVE. 


Home Secretary Requests M. P. to 
Ignore Conference at Merthyr.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Home Secre- 
tary has written to B. Stanton, M. P. 
for Merthyr-Tydfil, asking him to urge 
his supporters to rgnore the conference 
which the organization calling itself the 
National Counsel for Civil Liberties 
proposes to hold at Merthyr. 

‘'The Home Secretary says he is un- 
willing to suppress the meetings. “ The 
right of free speech and free criticism 
of the Government of the day is of 
great importance even in time of war, 
and because I do not want the world to 
be misled into thinking there is a 
pacifist movement In this country of so 
formidable a nature the Government 
finds it necessary to suprress it.’ 

The Home Secretary points out the 
possibility’ of the patriotic people of 
Merthyr taking violent action to sup- 
press the meetings. Therefore he asks 
Stanton to use his influence to prevent 
an outbreak by inducing nis supporters 
to” ignore ‘the conference, thus depriving 
it of the advertisement which disturb- 


ancés alone would give. Stanton has 
eo to the request.

PRISONER ON HIS WAY HERE 


Arrest in Chicago Ends Pursuit 
Through 20 States—Woman 
Gave the Final Clue. 


RAE TANZER OUT OF TOWN 


Police Say Long-Sought Fugitive 
Had Prison Record—Duped 
Many Women. 


‘If I get ten years in prison for it, I 
am going into court and swear that the 
man known as Charles M. Wax, now 
under arrest in Chicago, is not the Oli- 
ver Osborne who met my sister Rae and

won her affections! 
Tanzer, a sister of Rae Tanzer, 
night at her home in the Bronx when 
she saw a picture of the self-confessed 
Oliver. Her sister Dora also said that 
she was positive that Wax was not 
Oliver Osborne. 

Both said that notwithstanding the 
arrest and the telegraphed confession of 
the Chicago prisoner they were positive 


that no mistake had been made when 
Rae brought her suit against James W. 
Osborne, former Assistant District At- 
torney. ‘‘ And what we say goes for 
Rae as well,’’ Dora added. She said 
that Rae Tanzer was out of town. 

Will Identify the Prisoner. 

United States District Attorney Mar- 
shall said that the Government would 
make an immediate investigation to 
prove the truth or falsity of every 
statement Wax has made. Those who 
will be called to identify him as Oliver 
Osborne will be women he is said to 
have duped, Rae Tanzer and her sis- 
ters; Franklin Safford, the Plainfield 
hotel clerk; James W. Osborne, the 
Slades, and others who have figured in 
the case. 

It was announced for the first time 
yesterday that James W. Osborne de- 
posited the $1,000 reward with the De- 
partment of Justice, offered for the ar- 
rest of Oliver Osborne. Mr. Osborne 
was delighted with the new develop- 
ment in the long drawn-out case. 

‘‘ The prisoner must be the right man,.”’ 
he said. ‘‘ His story shows more than a 
newspaper familiarity with the case. I 
have seen his picture, and, to my mind, 
there is no doubt that the officials have 
the right man. I can't begin to tell you 
how glad I am that things have turned 
out this way. Now I believe the full 
truth will come out.” 

Another who shared Mr. Osborne's ela- 
tion was Harold Spielberg of 346 Broad- 
way. For a time he was Rae Tanzer’s 
lawyet, and it was he who got her to 
confess that in the identification of 
James W. Osborne.as Oliver Osborne she 
had made an “honest mistake.’’ Later 
she recanted, and at her trial for per- 
jury Spielberg was under fire, it having 
been intimated that he had forced het 
to make the confession. 


Traced in T'wenty States. 

The search for the missing Oliver 
Osborne was handicapped until a few 
weeks ago because the Federal authori- 
ties could find no authentic picture of 
him. They obtained the needed photo- 
graphs through the activity of Mrs. 
Kayser, mother of Helen Rose Kayser, 
who once knew Oliver. Last Summer 
in a boarding house at Lackawaxen, 
Penn., she heard several young women 
singing songs that were tavorites with 
her daughter’s rejected suitor. Her 
suspicions were aroused and she made 
inquiries, becoming convinced that Oli- 
ver under a different name had ‘spent 
the Summer of 1913 there. aed heard 
also of photographs and notified the 
Federal authorities. These photographs 
were obtained and they were used in 
the circulars, 75,000 of which were sent 
out to Postmasters and to department 
stores.~throughout the United States. 

From Lackawaxen Government agents 
traced the missing man through twenty 
States. They lost the trail, but it was 
picked up by John Niles, a Post Office 
Inspector at Wausau, Wis. Under dif- 
ferent names it was found Oliver, or 





200 Reported Killed in Riot : 
Over Belgian Deportations 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Two Belgians 
who have arrived at Sluiskill, Hol- 
land, from Ghent report that there 
was a revolt in Antwerp on Nov. 30, 
in which between two and three hun- 
dred inhabitants and many German 
soldiers are said to have been killed, 
according to a Reuter Amsterdam 
dispatch today, quoting a Sluiskill 
/Correspondent. 

The reported revolt was due to a 
call upon the inhabitants for work in 
Germany. 


VAN DYKE-RESIGNS 
AS ENVOY AT HAGUE 


American Diplomat to be Suc- 
ceeded by Garrett, Ex-Min- 
ister to Argentina.

NO POLITICS IN IT, HE SAYS 
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United States Representatives in 


Colombia and Siam Also 
Give Up Posts. 


THE HAGUE, Dec. 4, (via London.)— 
Dr. Henry van Dyke ellowed it te be- 
come known today that he had resigned 
as American Minister to the Nether- 
lands. His reasons are purely personal 
and because he desires to resume his lit- 
erary work unhampered. 

Dr. van Dyke informed The Associ- 
ated Press correspondent that his resig- 
nation was presented early in Septem- 
ber, but President Wilson expressed re- 
luctance to accept it and asked how long 
the Minister would consent to remain at 
his post. Dr. van Dyke replied that he 
desired to consult the President's con- 
venience, and‘that he was willing to 
stay until early in 1917 or until after his 
successor was chosen and confirmed. 
Dr. van Dyke added: 

‘‘I purposely kept the matter of my 
resignation quiet during the electoral 
campaign because I did not wish any 
political significance to be given to it, 
It has none. 

‘“‘The main reason was my wish to re- 
turn to work as a writer, with full free-' 
dom to say what I think and feel.”’ 

Dr. van Dyke leaves many personal 
friends here, and his departure, the date 
of which is stili undetermined, will be 
generally regretted-in diplomatic circles” 
at The Hague. Mrs. van Dyke and her 
daughters already are at the van Dyke 
home in Princeton. 


President Wilson “appoint@d Dr. van 
Dyke Minister to the Netherlands ‘in 
June of 1913. Before that time he was 
for years Professor of English Litera- 
ture at Princeton University. During 
hig term of service at The Hague Dr. 
van Dyke tooy a prominent part in re- 
lief work for Americans stranded in Eu- 
rope and in connection with Red Cross 
work, and the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph conferred on him the Red Cross 
Medal of Merit. 

Last year he appealed to the Washing- 
ton Government against German inter- 
ference with his duties in Luxemburg, 
to which country he is also the accred- 
ited American representative, and the 
German Government sent to Washington 
an expression of its regrets. 


GARRETT LONG A DIPLOMAT. 


First Served at The Hague and Has 
Been in Paris During the War.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—No explan- 
ation of the resignation of Dr. van 
Dyke, American Minister at The Hague, 
was obtainable in official circles tonight 
beyond the fact that personal reasons 
wore Soanouiible: It was said that when 
he was in Washington last, February Dr. 
van Dyke had indicated a desire to re- 
sign for personal reasons. 

John W. Garrett of Baltimore, former 
Minister to Argentina, and who has 
been serving ihe State Department in a 
special capacity at Paris since the out- 
break of the European war, has been 
chosen to succeed Dr. van Dyke. Mr. 
Garrett is a Republican. He is a friend 
of President Wilson. The Dutch Gov- 
ernment is being sounded to ascertain 
whether he is acceptable. Mr. Garrett 
has been connected with the American 
diplomatic service and the State Depart- 
ment in various important capacities for 
the past fifteen years. He was originally 
appointed Secretary of Legation at The 
Hague in 1901. 

Two other members of the American 


diplomatic service have tendered their 
resignations to the President. They are 
Thaddeus Austin Thompson of Texas, 
Minister to Colombia. to which post he

BERLIN MAKES REPLY 
ON ARABIA SINKING 


Communication Asks for Further 
Information as in the Case 
of the Marina.

Neutrals Warned That 
GermansIntend to“Tear 
Up Every Guarantee.” 


SEIZURE OF FOOD SUPPLY 


British Government Says It Will 
Be Used “to Support Ger- 
many’s Failing Strength.” 


DENOUNCES “SLAVE RAIDS” 


Charges That ‘‘Man Hunts”’ Fol- 
low Unemployment Which In- 
vaders Deliberately Created.

Dec. 4. — The British Gov- 
in conjunction with Great 
Britain’s allies, has issued a ‘‘ declara- 
tion regarding the present state of Bel- 
gium,’’ in which protest is.made to the 
civilized world against the “slave 
raids '’ conducted by the German au- 
thorities in Belgium, and a warning is 
given to the world that ‘‘the work of 
relief which neutrals have built up is in 
danger of falling.’’ 

The document, after reciting the as- 
sistance the’ Entente Allies have given 
in the past in the work of relief in Bel- 
gium, says: 

“The Alles stipulated that the Ger- 
mans should equally draw no advantage 
from the operations of the neutral com- 
mission; that they should not seize im- 
ported or native supplies, and that the 
distribution of relief should not be usea 
for the purpose of coercing Belgian 
workmen against their consciences. 
These conditions, which the Germans 
were pledged to obey, have been fre-. 
quently violated. But the infractions in 
the past have been disavowed by the 
German Govérnmént, and the Allies 
have been content to rely upon the neu- 
tral commission to watch and enforce 
the fulfillment of the conditions under 
which it worked. 

“Now, however, the situation is 
changing. The Germans have aban- 
Goned all pretense of respecting per- 
sonal freedom in Belgium. They have 
deliberately ordered the suspension of 
the public relief ‘works supported by 
the ccmmission and openly aimed at 
creating unemployment# which §fur- 
nishes them an excuse for deporta- 
tions. They have become themselves 
the organizers and co-operators in man 
hunts, which they pledged themselves 
by the Brussels Convention of 1890 to 
put down in Africa. ‘lhe machinery ot 
Belgian industry is now totally de- 
stroyed, and exports of Belgian food- 
stuffs have again begun on a large 
scale, ~ 

“The Allies must therefore warn the 
world of what is about to take place. 
The Central ‘smpires, as their own 
situation grows more desperate, intend 
to tear up every guarantee on which 
the work of che Relief Commission 
rests. They intend to cast aside all 
their promises and use Belgian food- 
stuffs and Belgian labor to support 
their own failing strength. The work 
of relief which the neutrals have built 
up for two years is about to lose its 
foundation and is in danger of falling. 

“The Allies do not intend to change 
their policy ,or desert the oppressed 
population of Belgium in this most 
critical moment of the war, but, as it 
will be impossible for the relief work 
to continue if its basic guarantees are 
destroyed, they appeal to the civilized 
world, not on their own behalf but on 
behalf of innocent civilians, who can- 
not protect themselves, to see that this 
great work of international benevolence 
and co-operation, which has grown up 
amidst the war and for which the Allies 
have advanced money, shall not be en- 
dangered by treachery or destroyed by 
vioience. 

‘“‘ But they remind the world that the 
German policy, which stands revealed, 
is being carried out not only in Bel- 
gium but in North France, and all the 
occupied territories. The Allies pledge 
themselves not to segk in the future, 
any more than in the past, any ad- 
vantage from the operations of this 
purely neutral commission.’ 


MERCIER TELLS BISSING

Condemns Vepartation Policy as 
One of Cold Calculation 
and Destruction. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Documents_ re- 
ceived here give the text of the reply 
of General von Bissing, Governor Gen- 
eral of Belgium, to Cardinal Mercier’s 
letter of Oct. 19 and the Cardinal's re- 
joinder of Nov. 10. 

General von Bissing’s reply, dated 
Oct. 26, begins by denying any violation 
of the assurance the German command- 
ers gave at the beginning of the war 
that no men would be, removed from 
Belgium, declaring that’ such rerhovais 
had been. justified by ‘‘ the clandestine 
emigration of large numbers of young 
men wishing to join the Belgian Army.”

LONDON, Dec. 4.—That energetic 


measures against King Constantine and 
his Government will be taken by the 
Allies at once, apart from the detention 
of Greek shipping in Entente ports, or- 
ders for which already are in effect, 


Was announced today in the House of 
Commons by Lord Robert Cecil, War 
Trade Minister. 

The situation in Greece, said Lord 
Robert, was one of extreme. gravity. 
Despite formal and repeated assurances 
of the Greek King and Government that 
no disturbances would be permitted, a 
most treacherous and unprovoked.attack 
was made on the Entente Allies’ detach- 
ment landed by the French Admiral on 
Pridgy, Many casualties had resulted, 
but a fill account had not yet béen re. 
ceived. 

The British Government, Lord Cecil 
said, considered the responsibility of the 
Greek King and Government to be déep- 
ly involved. in this matter, and Great 
Britain was considering in conjunction 
‘with her allies immediate steps ‘to se- 
cure a radical solution of the ‘situation 
which had arisen. - 

Some circles have credited the Govern- 
mént with protecting the King because 
of his relation to members of the Brit- 
ish and Russian royal houses. This sug- 
gestion was introduced into the debate by 
Arthur ‘Lynch, Nationalist member for 
the West Division of Clare, who.sar- 
casticaily asked Lord Robert: ‘* Will 
the right honorable gentleman give the 
House assurance that no matter what 
occurs the dynasty will be preserved? ’’ 
No answer was returned. 

Special dispatches of the Athens cor- 
respondents filed on Sunday at Piraeus, 
where the Allies control the telegraph 
lines, represent that last week's fight- 
ing there was the result of ‘‘a delib- 
erate trap, treacherously prepared by 
the King and the Government,” 25,000 
troops being disposed around the posi- 
tion which Vice Admiral du- Fournet 
had previously notified the Greeek Gov- 
ernment he would occupy. These troops 
then attacked the Allies, who numbered 
3,000. The latter fought until their am- 
munition was exhausted and then yield- 
ed, except a detachment of 100, who 
tried to cut their way through. Only 
30 of these escaped. 

According to the same accounts, King 
Constantine is quietly mobilizing and 
preparing for war against the Allies, in- 


tending to co-operate with a section of; 


Feld Marshal von Mackensen’s forces, 
which is expeeted at the Monastir front, 
by attacking General Sarrail's flank. 

The following semi-official statement, 
however, was forwarded by Reuter’s 
correspondent at Athens’ yesterday 
afternoon: 

‘*Last night was perfectly quiet. No 
incident occurred. Today the city is 
resuming its normal aspect, 

‘* By order of the commander of the 
garrison of Athens, all civilians and 
soldiers off duty are being disarmed. 
The departure of the French detach- 
ment from the capital is following the 
consent of the Hellenic Government to 
hand over six batteries to Vice Admiral 
du Fournet. A committee of Greek and 
French officers is investigating the 
reasons tat Greek troops came to blows 
with the A lies, despite direct orders to 
the contrary.’

PARIS, Dec. 4.—A dispatch to the 
Temps from Athens dated Monday says: 

‘The city has become calm, but armed 
bands of reservists are still moving 
about the streets. King Constantine 
and the members of the royal family 
are at the palace.”’ 

At the Greek Church in Paris yester- 
day the minister, while praying for the 
gg. 3 and Queen and the \royal family 
of Greece, was interrupted by murmurs 
of protest from members of the congre- 
gation. The murmurs were quieted by 
influential members of the Greek col- 
ony. 

After the service a deputation de- 
manded that the minister henceforth 
omit prayers for the King. The minis- 
ter promised to refer the matter to the 
Greek Legation, which owns the church.

Berlin Deseribes Battle’s Progress. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4, (by Wireless to Say+ 
ville.)—The War Office announced to- 
night that the fighting south and west 
of Bucharest is developing favorably to 
the Teutonic armies. Yesterday 8,000 
man and 35 guns were captured. The 
text of the statement follows: 


In the forest of the Carpathians yes- 
terday Russian attacking vity was 
increased. At some places only were 
the Russians able to make feeble ad- 
vances, and they were easily repulsed. 
Increased artillery fire seemed to 
mean that the Russian attacks were 

* slackening. 

Strong Russian pressure was, still 
maintained on the Transylvania’ east 
front. In the Trotus Valley the enemy 
succeeded in making slight progress.

One of the Vessels Carried a Big 
War Cargo from This Port. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Lloyd’s Shipping 
Agency announced the sinking of the 
British steamer King Bleddyn, the 
Danish steamer Yrsa of 441 tons, and 
the British schooners Grace and Seeker. 

The shipping agency also announced 
that the British steamer Eggesford, 
which was reported sunk by a subma- 
rine on Dec. 2, has been picked up at 
sea and brought to Brest by a Govern- 
ment tug. 


PARIS, Dec. 4.—Reports received from 
Bordeaux, Toulon, and Brest say the 
following vessela have been sunk by 
submarines: The Norwegian steamer 
Bossi, the British steamer Moeraki, and 
the French sailing ship Robinson. All 
the crews were saved. . 


The King Bleddyn, of 4,387 tons gross, 
sailed from New York for Havre on 
Nov. 16. She was under charter to the 
French Line and carried a cargo of au- 
tomobiles, copper, steel, &c. So far 
as is known here, no Americans were

LONDON, Deco. 4.—The astonishing 
facility with which the Danube was 
crossed by the German army between 
Sistova and Zimnitza, says the Petro- 
grad correspondent of The Daily Chroni- 
cle, is to be explained, like most Ger- 
man successes since the beginning of the 
war, by technical superiority. He con- 
tinues: 

‘* Powerful long-range batteries were 
established at many points on the right 
bank and on several islands and these 
prevented Russian and Rumanian gun- 
boats navigating the river. At the same 
time offier long-range batteries crushed 
or drove back the Rumanian batteries, 
which, on the left bank, had tried ‘n 
vain to defeat the German attacks. Then 
Austrian monitors, having nothing to 
fear frdm the Russian and Rumanian 
boats, interfered and protected that 
operation which in one jump brought the 
enemy to the vicinity of Bucharest.

GERMANS FEEL FOR GREECE. 


Allies’ Policy Degradation and 
Thraldom, Dr. Zimmermann Says. 


BERLIN, Dec, 4, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The German Government does 
not consider that the Greek Government 
was at fault in connection with the ex- 
pulsion from Greece of the diplomatic 
representatives of the Central Powers, 
the Reichstag was informed today by 
the Foreign Secretary, Dr. Alfred.Zim- 
mermann. The declaration of the Seo- 
retary, as given out by the Overseas 
News Agency, follows: 

“On .Nov. 25 the Greek Minister 
in Berlin,’’ Dr. Zimmermann said, ‘‘ ex- 
pressed the regrets of the whole of 
Greece that the Ministers with whom 
Greece was living in friendship and 
peace were compelled to leave. The 
Greek Government was unable to resist 
the pressure of violence, and Greece her- 
self also is suffering in the same fash- 
fon. The Greek Minister asked that 
Germany consider her plight. 

“Dr. Zimmermann declared that not 
Greece, but her enemies, were respon- 
sible for the unheard of acts at Athens,

TREVELYAN SUGGESTS 
WILSON ASK FOR PEACE 


Writes toNeutral Confevence Here 
That Europe Would Listen 
—His Appeal Indorsed. 





The American Neutral Conference 
Committee, at its second luncheon and 
meeting in New York yesterday, dis- 
cussed and through its leaders indorsed 
an appeal by Charles P. Trevelyan, a 
member of the House of Commons, for 
mediation in the war by neutral na- 
tions.

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German Aviator Stops Vessel, | 
Then Turns it Over to U-Boat 


—Three Americans Aboard. 


The news that the Royal Dutch Mail 
steamship Koningen Regentes on Nov. 
11 had been captured first by a German 
aeroplane, and then handed over to a 
submarine, in the North Sea and taken 
to Zeebrugge was brought here yester- 
day by one.of the passengers, Dr. How- 
ard G. Kimbley of San Francisco, who 
arrived on the liner Ryndam from Rot- 
terdam, via Falmouth 

Dr. Kimbley said that he was one of 
three Americans on the Koningen Re- 
gentes, bound from Flushing to Tilbury, 
and the others were Thomas Smith, a 
traveler, and William Goodbody, a New 
York lawyer. There were seventy pas- 
sengers on board, mostly Dutch, and 
they were not excited when a German 
airplane, with a big black cross on its 
side, began to circle around the ship 
about three hours after leaving Flush- 
ing. 

‘* We were standing on the promenade 
deck,’’ Dr. Kimbley continued, ‘‘and saw 
the aeroplane drop smoke balls ahead of 
the Koningen Regentes, as a signal for 
the vessel to stop. Captain Reel, 
who was on the bridge, did not appear 
to understand what was happening un- 
til one of the two aviators yelled through 
a ig pron for him to stop the ship, 
and he obeyed. Shortly afterward a 
German submarine came to the surface 
close to the Koningen Regentes, and 
ordered the Captain to proceed to Zee- 
brugge, which he did, after some demur 
about the rights of neutral nations. He 
was warned that his vessel would be tor- 
pedoed if he tried to escape.”’ 

The submarine Captain told the ship’s 
officers that the German Government 
had instructed all the submarine com- 
manders to destroy all craft belonging 
to the Allies This order, he said, was 
afterward modified. 

The Captain of the Koningen Regentes 
had sent out a message by wireless, 
which was responded to by two Dutch 
torpedo-boat destroyers. They remained 


by the steamship fcr a few minutes, un- 


til a second submarine appeared, and 
then they left her for Rotterdam to 
make their report to the Dutch Admiral. 
The British and French passengers on 
the steamship were sent to cofhcentra- 
tion camps in Belgium and Germany, 
and the three Americans were sent to 
Rotterdam to take passage on the Ryn- 
dam. Dr. Kimbley said he and his two 
companions were not bady treated at 
Zeebrugge, but that the food served 
out to them was not at all good. 


| FRENCH ADOPT THE PONCHO. 


Samples Enthusiastically Welcomed 
in the Trenches—Appeal for Morc. 


The poncho, long the raincoat of the 
enlisted man of the United States Army, 
has found equal favor among the 
French soldiers in the trenches, accord- 
ing to Charles Butler, a member of the 
American Relief Clearing House in 
Paris, who recently returned to this 
country after several trips to the ‘irst- 
line trenches. Mr. Butler introduced 
two sample ponchos to the soldiers of 
General du Cugnac’s division on the 
Somme front and the Frenchmen were 
so delighted with them that the relict 
society has started a poncho fund in 
an effort to provide as many of the 
garments as_ possible. 


An appeal for aid in purchasing them 
is being made. 

‘““On the Somme it rains for weeks at 
a time,’’ Mr. Butler -said yesterday. 
“The only garments provided for the 
French soldiers have been the heavy 
overcoats, which are not waterproof 
and are altogether too heavy for the 
climate. The Lafayette Fund, which 
has been sending kits abroad, recently 
included ponchos in some of the Kits. 
I took them to the front and spoke to 
the officers about them. They cailed 
different men in and let them try the 
ponchos out. The result was that all 
of the soldiers are asking for them. 
The officers are going to try to have 
them adopted, but that will be a ques- 
tion of months, so the Clearing Holise 
is going to send over a8 many as pos- 
sible. The officers of course have rub- 
ber coats ”’ 

The adaptability of the poncho to dif- 
ferent purposes is what impressed the 
Frenchmen most, Mr. Butler said. They 
may be used for coats, blankets, for 
sleeping bags, for shelter tents, and for 
many other things. 

The War Relief Clearing House at 40 
Wall Street, which is the American 
branch of the American Relief Clearing 
House, will receive contributions to the 
poncho fund. Thomas W. Lamont is 
the Treasurer.

JUNKMAN IS UNDER ARREST 


Find Clue at Winter Garden Mati- 
nee to Binoculars Stolen 
from Wharf. 


A charge that the steamships blown 
up several weeks, ago in the Russian 
port of Archangel, with the loss of 341 
lives and millions of dollars in muni- 
tioris, were destroyed by bombs placed 
aboard one of the vessels before it left a 
South Brookln pier in order to conceal 
thefts, was made yesterday by C. J. 
Medjikhovsky, Commercial Attaché of 
the Imperial Russian Embassy. 

Mr. Medjikhovsky’s accusation, to- 
gether with his statement that the Rus- 
sian Government had lost about $100,000 
by wharf robberies within the last six 
months, was made at Police Headquar- 
ters, in connection with the arrest of 
Samuel Gatter, a Brooklyn 


said to be a deserter from the Russian 
Army. Gatter was held on a Federal 
warrant charging that he had received 
gal of a $12,000 consignment of binocu- 
ars stolen in transit to the Russian 
Government. 

According to Mr. Medjikhovsky his 
Government has suffered since the out- 
break of the war, the robberies increas- 
ing until case after case of goods ar- 
rived at Russian ports only half filled. 
The Russian Government about a year 
ago leased Pier 6 at the Bush Terminal 
and placed a heavy guard about the 
wrarf; but the robberies continued. 

It was not until the Archangel disas- 
ter that the chance for direct action 
presented itself. The vessel upon which 
the explosion occurred was the Co- 
mance Bedelae, a tramp ship and part 
of the Russian volunteer fleet. his 
steamship had arrived on the day of 
the explosion trom New York with a 
miscellaneous cargo, consisting in part 
of a shipment.of binoculars from the 
Bausch & Lomb Optical Company of 
Rochester, N. Y. The glasses were des- 
tined for the Russian artillery service. 

An inquiry by the Russian secret po- 
lice disclosed, it was said, that bombs 
had been substituted for goods in some 
of the cases, the bombs, of the clock- 
work ttern, were timed to go off 
upon the ship's arrival and, according 
to the Russian police theory, destroy 
evidence that the cargo had been looted.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Serbian official 
communication issued today and re- 
ceived here from Saloniki tells of the 
capture of heavily fortified Bulgarian 
positions north of Grunishte and -Budi- 
mirtsa, east of the.Cerna River, in 
Serbia, in fighting lasting over several 
days, and in- which the Bulgarians suf- 
fered heavy casualties and lost prison- 
ers, guns, machine guns, and ammuni- 
tion. The statement says: 

After sanguinary fighting, lasting 
several days without” interruption, 
despite the bad weather, the difficul- 
ties of terrain, and the desperate 
resistance of the enemy, troops by a 
brilliant attack yesterday captured an 
entire series of powerfully fortified 
Bulgarian positions in the region 
north of Grunishte and Budimirtsa. 
The ruins of the ancient fortress 
above Grunishte are in our hands, and 
the Bulgarians are fleeing northward, 
leaving a large number of dead on 
the battlefield. 

By this brilliant victory we cap- 
tured numerous, trophies, including 
five field guns and five caissons, many 
machine guns, a quantity of ammuni- 
tion and other material, and many 
prisoners, who have not yet 
counted. The number of ef _we 
have captured up to now to 79. 

The Paris War Office issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin of the victory: ‘ 

At a point té the east of the River 
Cerna on Dec. 3 Serbian forces occu- 
pied a height to the north of Gru- 
nishte. The enemy was driven back 
in disorder upon Stravina.

The drug evil has now reached into 
every corner of the city with amazing 
rapidity, according to testimony given 
at the City Hall yesterday after- 
noon at the first hearing of the 
Joint Legislative Committee appointed 
last Sprnig to investigate the habit- 
forming drug traffic, with a view 
to remedial legislation. In spite of the 
Boylan law, which, it was admitted, 


}| had produced many good results, it was 


the belief of District Attorney Francis 
J. Martin of the Bronx, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Albert B. Unger of 
Manhattan, Howard Clark Barber, Su- 
perintendent of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, and Dr. Ernest C. 
Bishop, in charge of the narcotic wards 
of the workhouse on Blackwell's Island, 
that the number of drug addicts in this 
city had been increased to 200,000. 

Senator. George H. “Whitney of Me- 
chanicsville, Chairman of the joint 
committee, presided, and with him were 
Senator John J. Boylan and Assembly- 
man R, M. Prangen, George F. Bren- 
nan, and Maurice Block. Mr. Unger as- 
serted that the present law regulating 
the sale of narcotics acted as a bulwark 
and protection for unscrupulous physi- 
cians and druggists. He then asked 
leave to submit the rest of his state- 
ment to the committee for its private 
consideration, lest the publication of de- 
fects in the law should inspire its break- 
ers to greater activity. 

Mr. Unger said it generally was be- 
lieved that most of the habit-forming 
drugs that were sold in this city were 
exported from this country to either 
Canada or Mexico and then smuggled 
back into the United States. District 
Attorney Martin of the Bronx concurred 
in this view. 

Howard Clark Barbour suggested that 
the committee investigate the methods 
and results of the treatment of drug vic- 
tiras in the hospitals where, he seid he 
was reliably informed, a_ substantial 
number of addicts died under treatment 
either because of incompetence or ignor- 
ance. 

‘The number of addicts is increasing 
ali the time,’’ said Dr. Bishop. I re- 
member when victims sent to us were 
men, some of them aged, but now they 
are chiefly young men and boys. These 
victims are divided into addicts of the 
upper world, and addicts of the lower 
world. 

‘The addicts of the upper world are 
legion. They include judges, physicians, 
lawyers, and ministers. You have no 
idea of the tremendous number of ad- 
dicts, and most of them have tried any 
number of treatments. Withdrawal of 
narcotic drugs is not a cure.’ 

Dr. Bishop, when asked by Chairman 
Whitney if he believed narcotics should 
be prescribed for a man, for instance, 
60 years old who had been using drugs 
for twenty-five years, answered in the 


,| affirmative. 


“I believe-a good deal of the increase 
in the underworld addicts,” he added, 

‘is a result of scared physicians. I 
believe it would be a measure of relief 
if you would open a supply of drugs 
from which an addict who is honest 
may get needed drugs his physician is 
afraid to prescribe for him. You will 
at least cut off the underworld. An 
honest man who hag become an addict 
must have drugs to keep in condition to 
work and support his family. If his

Commission Members Say There is 
No Reason to Walt on Purchase 
of Land for New Prison. 


The demolition of Sing Sing Prison, 
long agitated, may be begun immedi- 
ately, even before another prison site 
has been chosen. This probability was 
disclosed yesterday at the meeting of 
the board appointed by Governor Whit- 
man to consider prison -sites. The board 
has the power to order the razing of 
the present cell house, and Charles 
Buckley Hubbell, Chairman, and others, 
expressed themselves emphatically in 
favor of ysing that. power. 

“Sing Sing should be razed,” Mr. 
Hubbell said, ‘‘as a response to the 
great public sentiment which wants to 
see a beginning of the end of Sing Sing 
immediately. We should not wait until 
we have chosen the new site before 
beginning the destructfon of the old 
prison. There are facilities for hous- 
ing the prisoners in other buildings in 
the Sing Sing Prison yard.” 


Several others interested in prison re- |. 


form, who attended the hearing yester- 
day, which was held at the offices of 
E. H. Gary, spoke in favor of -imme- 
diately putting an end to Sing Sing. 
Among them was Judge William H. 
Wadhams of the Court of General Ses- 
sions. The judge characterized the prison 
as ‘‘ unfit for human habitation,’’ add- 
ing that it has been condemned for 
seventy-two years. This year, inci- 
dentally, is the prison’s one hundredth 
anniversary. 

The relative merits of the two sites— 
Beekman and Wingdale—were consid. 
ered at length, but no decision was 
Judge Wadhams and E, Stagg 
Whitin spoke in favor of the Beekman 
Henderson of White 


the matter except as a citizen, spoke 
in favor of Wingdale.

Italian. Soprano Warmly Greeted as 
Tosca—Caruso as Cavaradossi.. 


Puccini’s ‘‘ Tosca ’’ was sung for the 


first time this season at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House last night with un- 
usual features attending the perform- 
It marked the début of Claudia 
@ young Italian soprano who 
had been called in to fill the vacancy 
left by the departure of Lucrezia Bori, 
ahd was the first Italian to sing the role 
at the Metropolitan, and the first ap- 
pearance of Caruso in the réle of Ca- 
be yg for several seasons. 
many ways the new soprano jus- 
tiflea the interest taken in her appear- 
ance. She is young and beautiful. 
It is possible to. feel ‘enthusiasm 
over “her acting, which is composed, 
animated, intelligent, and tasteful. She 
has dramatic feeling, and an individ- 
uality governs her work. Of her voice, 
judgment will be more avcurate if it is 
reserved for later occasions, when she 
is more at ease and more familiar with 
the acoustics of the house. 

It was to be noticed last night that 
she was always willin “J to sacrifice vocal 
display to the need of coloring a phrase 
to suit the dramatic intention of the 
moment. Melodramatic ‘‘ Tosca” is 
scarcely the opera in which a conscien- 
tious singer of the title réle can give a 
comprehensive idea of her vocal equip- 
ment, but Miss Muzio established the 
fact that her voice is of fresh and 
agreeable quality and that she governs 
it artistically.

Loans on Stock.Exchange Col- 
lateral Since November, 1912. 


INTERNATIONAL PAPER DOWN 


Common Stock Drops from 67% to 
64——Preferred Closes at 104%, 
a Loss of.1 Point for the Day. 


Wall Street was treated yesterday to 
the senation of a sudden advance in call 
money rates’to 15 per cent. This is the 
highest rate quoted for demand loans 
made” on Stock Exchange collateral 
since the last week ‘in November, 1912, 
when 20 per cent. was paid. 

At the opening loans were made at 6, 
but it was not long before rates ad- 
yanced to 8, 9, and 11 per ‘cent., with 
very little money offered. Late in the 
afternoon rates ascended to 12 and 15 
per cent. Most of the loans, it was 
said, were made at 6, and the closing 
quotation was 7 per cent. The out-of- 
town banks were the chief lenders until 
J. P. Morgan & Co. came into the mar- 
ket and freely supplied the demand, 
with thé result that .the abnormally 
high rates soon disappeared. Many of 
the large Wall. Street banks, which 
were. large lenders on Friday of last 


week, when rates went up to 6% per 
cent,, called loans yesterday. 

The flurry in money rates: had an 
effect upon the stock market, many of 
the issues showing net losses for the 
day. International Paper, common, sold 
down from 67% to 6&4, a loss of 3 points, 
and the preferred touched 104, closing 
at 104%, a loss of 1 point for the day. 
Ohio Cities Gas suffered a loss of 3%; 
Gulf States Steel 3, and Texas Com- 
pany, 3%. 

It was generally agreed in influential 
banking circles that the high rates 
were only temporary, and that the con- 
dition of the money market would be 
much impfoved, especiaily in view of 
the fact” that gold to the value of $50,- 

000,000 would be received here during 
the current week. 

Various explanations were offered by 
bankers for the sudden rise In money 
rates. The chief reason was the reduc- 
tion of surplus reserves of the city 
banks, Saturday’s Clearing House state- 
ment indicating an excess reserve of 
about $41,000,000 on deposits aggregat- 
ing more than $3,300,000,000. This is 
-the lowest surplus reserve since the es- 
tablishment of the deral Reserve 
system on Nov. 16, Dis. when the 
law reducing the legal reserve require- 
ments from 2 to 18 per cent. went 
into effect. The Fanart of the banks 
as reflected in res was still more 
aggrevated sunk ay when the day’s 
petal od showed that the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York was a creditor 
at the Clearing House to amount in 
excess of $14,000,000. This meant that 
members of the Clearing House had 
to pay out that mych money in set- 
fling their exchanges. 

At the New York Reserve Bank, it 
was said that the banks had not availed 
themselves of*the rediscounting facili- 
ties of the institution. Only a few 
applications for discounts were re- 
ceived during the course of the day, 
and these were for small amounts and 
from small banks. No bank, it was 
said, applied for a fifteen-day loan, 
which e recent amendment to the 
Reserve act has made possible. 

There are two reasons why the mem- 
ber banks have not made use of the Re- 
serve Bank to a larger extent. First, it 
is because the institution is new and 
many of the smaller banks are disposed 
to make arrangements with their Ney 
York correspondents rather than ap pply 
to the Reserve Bank for accomm 
tion; and secondly, because the Reserve 
Bank can sen indirectly aid in supply 
of cash required for Stock Exchange 
transactions. A bank desiring to avail 
itself of the facilities of the Reserve 
Bank would have to rediscount its com- 
mercial loans and use the pr for 
accommodating its Stock Exchange cus- 
tomers. This is something that the 
banks are not disposed to do; the gen- 
eral practice followed by most institu- 
tions is to limit the funds loaned out 
eon Stock Exchange collateral and not 
to disturb the loans made to commercial 
houses. 


INTER-MET INVESTORS SUE. 


Preferred Holders Ask Receiver and 
Voiding of Merger. 


A suit by preferred stockholders of 
the Interborough- Metropolitan Company 
for the appointment of a receiver for 
the company as it was constituted on 
June 1, 1915, because of dissatisfaction 
with provisions made for their interests 
through the merger of the company 
with the Interborough-Consolidated Cor- 


poration, was filed _in the Supreme 
Court yesterday by Henry V. Rice, in 
behalf of himself and other shareholdr 
ers. The complaint names as defend- 
ants the directors of the Interborough- 
Metropolitan, the Interborough-Consoli- 
dated Corporation, and the Finance and 
Holding Corporation, in addition to the 
co rations themselves. 

The pleteue charges that as a result 
of the oa 9 abe pea the preferred 
shareholders of Interborough-Metropoli- 
tan, who are entitled to 5 per cent. in- 
terest yearly, have been -“‘ defrauded "” 
out of 5° per cent in accumulated and 
unpaid dividends, for the benefit of the 
common stockholders, including the in- 
dividual directors of the corporations 
named, The par value of the Interbor- 
borough- Meotrepoten. preferred stock in 
question is $45,7 

It is further Lrreoe that in order to 
destroy the stock's value and to compel 
the stockholders to forego the accumu- 
lated dividends and accept less valuable 
stock of the Interborough-Consolidated, 
the defendants caused the stock to be 
stricken from the Stock Exchange list.

SAFETY FOR THE BIRDS. 


Approval of the treaty for the pro- 
tection of migratory birds recently 
ratified by the Governments of the 
United States and Canada has now 
been given by Great Britain. As the 
treaty was signed by President Wrison 
some time ago, nothing remains to put 
it into effect save the formal exchange 
of ratified copias by the two countries 
involved. Therefore it may be said 
that the final step has been taken in 
what is probably the most important 
movement for the protection of birds 
ever instituted in this country er the 
Dominion. The treaty will be In force 
for fifteen years, and will. automati- 
cally renew itself from year to year 
after that period, unless one of 
the contracting parties gives twelve 
months’ notice of a desire to terminate 
it. Itis not probable that such a con- 
tingency will ever arise. 

The most vital provisions of this 
treaty, which was brought to the point 
of signature largely through the untir- 
ing efforts of the American Game Pro- 
tective Association, are: 

That no bird important to agriculture 
because it is an insect destroyer shall 
be shot at any time. 

That no open, season on any species 
of game birds shall extend for a longer 
period than three and one-half months. 

That both the United States and 
Canada shall so restrict open seasons 
on game birds as to prevent their being 
taken during the breeding season. 

That there shall be no shipment from 
one country to the other of birds which 
are taken contrary to law. 

Under a treaty such as this it fs ap- 
parent that not only will the many 
valuable species of game birds which 
Journey annually across the border in 
their migratory flights be adequately 
protected, but also that the even more 
important insectivorous birds may go 
and come in entire safety. By the 
consequent service to the farmer this 
treaty may easily have a favorable in- 
fluence on the cost of living in both 
countries.

PENROSE THE CRUSADER. 


It may be assumed that Senator 
PENBROSE’s proposed bill for Federal 
supervision of elections will not pass 
at this on, but that is only part of 
the story. It will not pass at the next 
session, or the next, for the Democrats 
will be in control of the Senate in the 
Sixty-fifth Congress. If the Repub- 
licans should capture a majority of the 
Senate and House in the next election, 
it could perhaps pass the first session 
.of the Sixty-sixth Congress—that is, 
at some time in the year 1920—but 
only to meet with the President's veto. 
Mr. PENROSE, therefore, does not pro- 
pose this measure with any idea of its 
becoming law at any time before the 
Spring of 1922. It is not Mr, PrEn- 
RosE’s habit to concern himself with 
things so far in the distance; he is 
no rapt idealist like, say, Prroy 
ByrssHE SHELLEY, embarking with 
enthusiasm on agitations to bring 
about a new heaven and earth, and 
counting a generation ag a mere mo- 
ment in progress toward the ideal. 

In fact, we may assume that legis- 
lation is the least of Mr. PENROsE’s 
concerns in this project. His is that 
form of wisdom which said, thirty 
years ago, “ There is one more Presi- 
dency in the bloody shirt.”

UNSELFISH INTERVENTION. 
Those here and abroad who are 
familiar with the record-.of events in 
the West Indies during the last decade 
must admit that our Government, in 


what it has done in Santo Domingo |- 


since 1906, has been moved almost ex- 
clusively by a desire to give the bene- 
fits of peace to people tormented by 
repeated revolutions. And the work 
has been carried on at considerable 
cost in money and lives. It is true 
that chronic disorder might in nor- 
mal times tend to cause interference 
from Europe which we should not be 
willing to permit, but during the last 
two years there has been no danger 
of such interference, and Buropean 
creditors probably are satisfied with 
the recent payment of about half of 
the republic’s foreign debt, as 4 direct 
result of our Government’s action. 

Santo Domingo has now been placed 
by the forces of the United States un- 
der military rule, for the restoration 
of order and to insure fair voting at 
the approaching election. The situa- 
tion imperatively demanded such in- 
tervention, which is permitted by the 
terms of a treaty nine years old. Cus- 
toms dues have been collected and 
controlled by American officers, in or- 
der that payments on the foreign debt 
might be made to fiscal agents in New 
York. It is intended that after the 
election a new treaty shall be nego- 
tiated, like the one with Haiti, au- 
thorizing American supervision of all 
Dominican finances and providing for 
a native constabulary or police force 
under the command of American offi- 
cers. All this is to be done in the in- 
terest of peace and to enable the 
Dominican people to develop their in- 
dustries. The new Military Governor, 
Captain Knarp, says that our course 
is approved by 90 per cent. of the re- 
public’s business men. There is to be 
no interference with the native courts 
or local civil authorities. 

Revolutions in Santo Domingo and 
Haiti can be prevented by firm and 
complete American supervision of cus- 
toms receipts and all other public 
funds, for, as a rule, the leaders of 
uprisings ‘seek control of the public 
money. ‘There will be such super- 
vision in both Santo Domingo and 
Haiti. The United States could easi- 
ly, conquer and annex them... But 
our Government does not seek to ac- 
quire territory, nor does it ask for 
preferential advantages, commercial or 
otherwise. The people of the island 
should realize that it is their best 
friend. ; 

THE MILITIA SITUATION. 

Major General O’Rran’s praise of 
the National Guard, in an article con- 
tributed to The Seventh Regiment 
Gazette, is creditable to both his 
heart and his head. He makes light 
of the complaints of the guardsmen 
about their enforced service on the 
frontier and declares that “the mobil- 
“ zation in New York worked with a 
“rapidity and freedom from friction 
“which surpassed expectation,” The 
defects in the transportation sys- 
tem were, of course, not due to the 
National Guard. There is no dis- 
position to blame the organized mili- 
tia for the deficiencies of the depart- 
ments at Washington, But the people 
of this country are not disposed to 
lend @ serious ear to any praise of 
the militia at the expense of the reg- 
Wlar army. They: know very well 
that the militia, especially’in a few 
of the larger States, has improved 
greatly in military knowledge and 
discipline lately. They know that 
some of the units have made splendid 


it know perfectly well that they have 
not yet reached the efficiency of reg- 
ular troops, All the National Guards- 
men of the rank and file are willing 
enough to admit that, even after six 
months of arduous service on the 
border, they lack the discipline and 
military ability of regular‘army men 
who have had continuous intensive 
training for two years or more under 
the best conditions. . 

There is not a particle of-{ll-feeling 
throughout the country against the 
rank and file of the National Guard. 
On the contrary, thelr prompt response 
to the call and their heroic work have 
gained for them the heartiest admira- 
tion. The experiment on the border, 
regarded from every point of view, 
however, is accepted as clear proof 
that the attempted federalization of 
the militia under the Hay law has 
failed, that the militia sections of the 
bill should be repealed and steps 
taken for the formation of a citizen 
soldiery under exclusive Federal con- 
trol, free from all political influences, 
The State troops will not suffer from 
this change in the law and they will 
always constitute a reserve to be 
called upon in case of war. It is 
clearly seen that the Hay plan to in- 
crease the National Guard to more 
than 400,000 within five years can 
never be carried out. 

It is reported from Washington 
that the Militia Dfvision of the Gen- 
eral Staff has reported to the Sec- 
retary of War that the attempt to 
federalize the guard has failed. This 
report has not been made public. But, 
if it exists, it cannot be long with- 
held. Of the quality of the men in 
the guard there is not a word to be 
said in dispraise, but the system 
under which civilian officers, without 
sufficient training, may outrank reg- 
ular army officers of long experience 
is wholly defective. Senator BoraH 
announced yesterday that he would 
introduce immediately a bill for the 
repeal of the Federalization act. “It 
will be useless,’”’ said the Senator, “to 
“attempt universal military training 
“while the militia law remains on the 
“statute books.” To a reasonable 
plan of universal military training we 
are coming rapidly. The people 
throughout the country are awake to 
the absolute need of that system in a 
republic. ;

THE OLD FIRST PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH. 


Wall Street has had for so long a pe- 
riod the reputation of insistent devo- 
tion to materialism that it is interest- 
ing to look backward through the me- 
dium of the bicentennial celebration 
that began Sunday morning of the 
Old First Presbyterian Church to 
the time when Wall Street was known 
for other things than stocks, bonds, 
and banking houses. The Old First, 
as it has been popularly known 
since its erection in 1846 in lower 
Fifth Avenue, was for more than a 
century the Wall Street Church. 
Erected in 1719 on the site now occu- 
pied by the Bankers Trust Company, 
it shared with Trinity, then as now, 
looking down that great thoroughfare 
of human energy, in the contribution 
to the spiritual welfare not only of the 
street but of the entire city. 

The First Presbyterian Church !s cov 
eval with the organization of Presby- 
terianism in New York. That was in 
1716, and it is pleasant to recall, as an 
evidence of the liberality of the city 
fathers, that they permitted the little 
band of dissenters to worship in the 
old City Hall, at the head of Broad 
Street, while their church home near 
by .was building. Not until 1844 did 
the Wall Street congregation consent 
to leave the old site for what was then 
a jump into the uptown residential 
centre, just beginning around Wash- 
ington Square and Fifth Avenue below 
Fourteenth Street. Yet even then it 
had established a name for beneficial 
influence upon the civic and religious 
life of the city, for from its member- 
ship were founded three of the largest 
churches of that denomination, the 
Scotch, the Brick, and the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian churches. 

Among its early ministers wére Dr. 
JouHN RopGERks, the patriot pastor, who 
was Chaplain during the Revolu- 
tion to the New York State Conven- 
tions, in the years when the British 
used the Wall Street edifice as a bar- 
racks, and the Rev. Dr. SamMvurL MiL- 
LER, both of whom were celebrated for 
their learning, common-sense piety, 
and interest in municipal affairs. The 
present pastor, Dr. HowarD DvuFFIELD, 
who, by an interesting coincidence, 
has just completed his twenty-fifth 
year in the Old First Presbyterian 


‘Church, is a worthy successor of the 


early leaders of the Church, what- 
ever denominational name it may bear, 
who have made their personality felt 
for good in the growth of the city. 
When confronted a few years ago 
with the serious problem of a down- 
town church with its declining mem- 
bership, Dr. DUFFIELD set to work to 
preserve the Old First with all of 
‘its charming atmosphere, in the lower 
Fifth Avenue district, and an endow- 
ment fund of over $300,000 was raised. 
It is hoped that the amount will be 
generously supplemented during the 
double century celebration this week, 
for, like Trinity and St: Paul’s in the 
downtown ‘centre, the Old First has 
stown to be a landmark in its 
present situation, whose permanency

mind, as in like circumstances it would 
have been on the mind of any one 
official called upon to make the final 
decision as to life or death, that he has 
saved Stistow from the electric chair. 

That fact, in itself, none will regret, 
for it is almost as terrible to think of 
what goes on behind ‘the little green 
door’’ as it would be to see it. But 
the law has not been vindicated and our 
courts have not been upheld. With 
good reason our Governors can demand 
relief from bearing alone a responsi- 
bility so heavy and so:obnoxious. The 
determination of such problems should 
be by a Board of Pardons, whose recom- 
mendations to the Governor should be 
final in ail except rare and peculiar 
instances.

Self-dependence at this time does, in- 
deed, have its usual formative influences, 
and these in a measure make up for the 
losses incurred; but dependence is the 
natural status of youth, and it exerts 
then none of the demoralizing influences 
produced by it.in later life. On the 
other hand, some of the occupations .to 
which poor college students feel them- 
selves forced to resort have influences 
distinctively injurious. 

No young woman or man, for instance, 
can fail to be harmed by work that in- 
volves the seeking and taking of tips. 
Success in‘ that wretched business is 
failure, and acquiescence in the humilia- 
tions it brings can hardly fail to leave 
permanent marks on character as well 
as repute. In other days teaching was 
the chief, almost the only, standby of 
the poor student—it is so still in some 
parts of the country—but the steadily 
growing demand that teachers should be 
trained for their task, éven in rural 
schools, is fast putting this resource out 
of easy reach. 

And it is not true that all work is 
honorable. Work the wage of which 
takes the form of tips ranks next to beg- 
ging, which is also work of a sort, and 
ranks little, if any, above it.
